It was the day of small thtngs and 
of high spiritual enthusiasms. 

In 1SS4, there were four buildings 
connected with aicGill University: the 
Arts Building, tho Medical Building 
tho Observatory and the Kodpath Mu- 
seum. The Mcdiail Building- had b<en 
erected in ;iS7- at ii coat of yJT.OOO. It 
was equipped from funds supplied by 
tho members oC tho McHcal Faculty 
out of their own pockets. Ton years 
later, the Faculty found ttsell' suddoiily 
affluent by an endowment of |100,(X10; 
but not till ISOS was It possible to add 
to tho Medical IsuiKliu,.; up.y laborato- 
ries that were \\oiihy oi Uio uamo. The
